In just two more days a police 
career spanning more than a quarter 
century will come to a close. 


Acting Police Chief Thomas A. 
Lawler, a member of the Pottstown 
Police department for 25 years, four 
months and 14 days, will, become a 
civilian.

No longer will he be beleaguered 
with phone calls in the middle of the 
night from “taxpayers” who “pay his 
salary” and feel they can call anytime. 


No longer will he go to bed at 
night worrying whether any of his 
men will be injured in the line of 
duty, as so many police are through­ 
out the country. 


At Midnight Sunday Thomas A. 
Lawler will retire from the Pottstown 
Police department, and from police 
work as a profession. 


And while he says he has no mis­ 
givings about leaving, those in police 
work know better, because the profes­ 
sion grows on one until it becomes 
part of his life. 


He became a policeman in Potts­ 
town on June 15, 1942, having first 
served four years with the Pennsyl­ 
vania State police. 


His rise through the ranks to his 
present post was not meteoric and 
spectacular. Instead it was slow but 
steady. 


The 
service 
record 
of 
Acting 
Police Chief Lawler in the files of the 
Pottstown Police departm ent will re­ 
flect many outstanding acts as a 
policeman. Acts of valor and 
know­ 
ledge. 


But the record will not show that 
he reached the very top of his chosen 
field. It will not say he was perma­ 
nent chief of police. 


In that instance Lawler has some­ 
thing better to recall in his memories. 


He could have 
been 
chief, 
but 
turned it down as a m atter of prin­ 
ciple. 


During its August meeting bor­ 
ough council was prepared to name 
him to the permanent post. 


Lawler’s reply was he didn’t want 
the appointment, since there always 
would be doubt in his mind whether 
council named him because 
of 
his 
ability, or in response to overwhelm­ 
ing public pressure calling for his ap­ 
pointment. 


It required no small amount of 
courage to hold with this 
principle, 
since it meant giving up what all 
police officers eventually hope to be, 
a chief. 
This was one illustration of the 
kind of man Thomas A. Lawler is, 
but perhaps the best illustration came 
over a period of three years, when 
Milton D. Hooper was chief. 


Lawler competed in an examina­ 
tion for the chief’s job then. There 
were 65 other applicants and Hooper. 


The feeling around Pottstown at 
the time was that Lawler deserved the 
job. in light of his long 
and 
dedi­ 
cated service, and he himself wanted 
it. 
It was a great disappointment to 
him when Hooper was named chief. 


He wasn’t the only one hurt by 
the move. So, too, were-members of 
the local police force. They felt Law­ 
ler should have been named. 


Morale in the police department 
declined, and man after man quit. 


Yet Lawler swallowed his disap­ 
pointment. and from the very out­ 
set was one of Hooper’s staunchest 
supporters. 


He was the liaison between Hooper 
and the rest of the department. He 
held the men together, setting an ex­ 
ample for all to follow . . . “Hooper 
is the chief and 
we 
will do as he 
directs.” 


Lawler was responsible for bring­ 
ing into practice all of the changes 
set up by Hooper, and it is generally 
conceded that 
without 
the 
broad 
shoulders of Lawler to lean on Hooper 
would not have become the success he 
was. 


When Hooper left this July to ac­ 
cept command of a 155 man 
police 
department in Roanoke. Va., he gave 
much credit for his success to Law­ 
ler. 


It would have been easy to sew 
dissent within the department, to see 
to it th at Hooper’s new programs 
failed, thus 
making 
himself 
look 
even better, but Lawler didn't. 


He's not made that way. 


Now that 
he is 
leaving 
other 
members of the Pottstown Police de 
partm ent would do well to follow his 
example of dedication which meant 
putting “department’* above “self.**

Goes Cold Turkey' 


PART II

A 19 year old Philadelphia hippie makes 
a connection and gets enough Methadrane to 
kill himself. He wants to fly up, 
up 
and 
away in his wonderful 
balloon. 
He knows 
he’s going out of sight and th at he’s going 
to die and that’s ju st what he wants because 
living has lost its meaning for him. 
A 22 year old Spring City farm boy. H ar­ 
old Kolb, who is also “hip,” sacrifices a col­ 
lege education to spend his own time and 
money helping to run a coffee house for 
hippies called the “Hidden Manna” in Phila­ 
delphia operated by the Teen Challenge pro­ 
gram. He has found the meaning of his life 
through the first boy’s failure. 
Kolb related the other boy’s story: “His 
father went to the police while he was out 
cutting the drugs. He’s been hooked since 
he was 15 and the father finally 
told 
the 
police “we can do nothing with him.” He had 
the long hair and the clothes; really out of 
it. 
He thought he was a real smooth guy. 
But he wanted to die. 
The police took him 
before he had a chance to kill himself.” 
“His father had seen the ads for Teen 
Challenge on television and gave us a call 
in desperation. Our director, who is only 25 
himself, but full of fire and committment, 
went to the police and convinced them that 
he could help the boy even though public in­ 
stitutions had failed. They agreed 
and 
he 
took the boy back to the dormitory at 1620 
North Broad street. 
“The boy’s family was well-to-do. Some 
might say he was deranged or emotionally 
disturbed, be that as it may. 
“He came with a stand-off attitude, 
of 
course. 
But 
he also 
recognized that all 
human effects had failed. He was essenti- 
aly religious but his church did not meet his 
need and so he rebelled from 
religion. 
He 
probablv felt the challenge our organiza­ 
tion offers because we have no steeple, no 
rayer books, only the Bible and friendship. 
“He came to the chapel and prayed. He 
struggled to kick the habit ’cold turkey’ and 
he did, though he still suffers depressions 
Iwcaue of the drugs. That was three months 
ago.” 
The time wasted by drug users must be 
made up somehow. The boy started 
at 
15 
and. though he is 19. his emotional m aturity 
is still at the level of a 15 year old but he is 
making fast pace in his struggles. Kolb claims 
that the boy allowed himself to be helped 
“by the power of God.” 
Last week he was put on 
three 
years 
probation for possession of m arijuana. “The 
law in Philadelphia is getting harder and 
harder but what good does it do? Kolb auks. 
- vW tosJ»«t throw them in jail. You 
can’t 
take the drugs from them 
without 
giving 
something in return because 
this is 
their 
security. They know it’» not permanent, that 
it s only a rat race to get more drugs, but 
its all they found. 
Churches just do not
